The OU Fashioned Editor. 


[Detroit Free Frets.] I 


We were grieved to read the other day 


of the death of one of Michigan's jolliest 
pioneer editors—almost the last man of a 
band who published weeklies in the State 
when a eoonskin would pay for a column 
"ad," and three bushels of corn dumped 
on the office floor stood for a year's sub- 
scription. Never a publisher was more 
liberal with his space. It was hard 
work for him to charge for anything 
except the tax list and mortgage sates, 
and he measured short even on them.
